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REPORT. 
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To  Her  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the 
Counties  of  Bedford ,  Hertford ,  and  Hunting¬ 
don ,  in  Quarter  Sessions  assembled. 

The  Committee  of  Visitors  appointed  to  superin¬ 
tend  the  management  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Bedford,  have  the  honor  to  report  that  the 
arrangements  made  with  the  Worcester  and 
Pisherton  Asylums  for  the  reception  of  30  patients 
of  each  sex,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report,  have 
been  attended  with  beneficial  results,  all  applica¬ 
tions  since  made  for  the  admission  of  patients 
haying  been  complied  with,  and  consequently 
new  cases  have  had  the  great  advantage  of 
receiving  immediate  treatment. 

Upon  this  occasion  the  Committee  have  but 
little  to  communicate  beyond  formal  matter, 
owing  to  the  stationary  position  of  the  asylum,  in 
anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  new  asylum  at 
Arlsey,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1860. 
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The  Bedford  Asylum  has  been  regularly  visited 
throughout  the  year.  The  general  state  of  the 
health  and  condition  of  the  patients  has  been 
good.  One  casualty  resulting  in  death,  however, 
has  taken  place,  the  particulars  of  which  will  he 
detailed  in  the  Resident  Medical  Superintendent’s 
report. 

The  Committee  report  that  the  whole  of  the 
wooden  partitions  mentioned  in  the  last  annual 
report  have  been  entirely  removed,  and  iron 
bedsteads  have  been  substituted.  This  change 
has  effected  a  great  improvement,  and  the  comfort 
of  the  patients  has  been  materially  increased. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  on  the  14th  of 
June,  1858,  made  their  periodical  visit  to  the 
Asylum,  and  entered  the  following  minute  in  the 
Visitors’  Book,  viz. : — 

Bedford  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  June  14,  1858, 

“  Since  the  last  visit  of  the  Commissioners  on  the  6th  of  August  last,  114 
patients  have  been  admitted,  83  have  been  removed  or  discharged,  and  38 
have  died  ;  4  dying  from  dysentery,  4  from  diarrhoea,  7  from  paralysis,  5 
from  diseases  of  the  chest  and  lungs,  and  the  rest  from  other  causes. 

“  There  arc  now  299  patients  in  the  Asylum,  of  whom  141  are  males,  and 
158  females.  Wo  understand  that  13  are  under  medical  treatment,  and 
that  3  havo  been  secluded  during  the  last  week.  On  reference  to  the  register 

it  appears  that  there  has  been  no  instance  of  mechanical  restraint  in  the  house, 
but  that  seclusion  lias  been  occasionally  resorted  to. 

<c  In  reference  to  the  points  noticed  in  the  last  entry,  we  find  that  some 
wTater-beds  and  pillows  have  been  procured,  and  better  beds  placed  in  the 
infirmaries.  That  the  wooden  partitions  have  been  removed.  That  136  iron 
bedsteads  have  been  provided,  and  some  small  additions  made  to  the  stock 
of  washing  basins.  Some  division  walls  have  been  removed,  and  some  tweed 
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cloth  has  been  purchased  for  male  clothing  ;  but  as  a  general  dress,  the 
Committee  are  disposed  to  continue  the  grey  cloth  objected  to  by  the  com¬ 
missioners.  A  large  proportion  of  the  patients,  we  are  informed,  take 
exercise  beyond  the  limits  of  the  premises.  Five  patients  are  out  on  leave  j. 
but  we  cannot  learn  that  any  addition  has  been  made  to  the  3s.  6d.  per  week, 
allowed  for  the  patients’  support  during  absence. 

“We  think  that  the  yards  (which  are  at  present  exceedingly  bare)  would 
be  much  improved  by  placing  some  cheap  climbing  plants  or  creepers  against 
the  walls.  And  we  recommend  that  some  additions  be  made  to  the  stock  of 
cheap  secular  literature,  and  that  these  publications  should  be  distributed 
amongst  the  patients  of  both  sexes,  and  that  the  attendants  be  instructed  to 
induce  them  to  read  them.  Some  of  the  publications  (of  an  amusing  sort) 
might  advantageously  be  read  out  by  the  attendants  in  the  evening. 

“We  are  of  opinion  that  the  stock  of  water-jugs  and  basins  for  washing, 
should  be  largely  increased ;  that  these  should  be  placed  in  the  bedrooms, 
and  the  patients  persuaded,  or  if  necessary,  taught  to  wash  and  dress  them¬ 
selves.  These  basins  and  jugs  may  safely  be  transferred  to  the  asylum  now 
in  the  course  of  erection,  without  any  danger  of  conveying  there  any  of  the 
numerous  insects  which  still,  we  are  sorry  to  learn,  infest  the  present 
building. 

“We  do  not  propose  that  any  outlay  should  be  made  in  altering  the- 
existing  asylum,  because  we  trust  that  the  Committee  will  urge  on  the 
completion  of  the  new  asylum  by  every  means  in  their  power.  We  are- 
informed  that  part  of  it  is  already  roofed  in,  and  we  recommend  that  such, 
part  of  it  as  may  now  be  easily  rendered  habitable  be  at  once  proceeded 
with,  and  a  portion  of  the  patients  removed  there,  without  waiting  until  the- 
entire  asylum  can  be  finished  and  brought  into  use  for  the  whole  body  of 
patients. 

“  Amongst  the  number  of  patients  discharged  and  removed,  we  perceive 
that  30  of  the  male  patients  have  been  removed  to  the  Worcester  County 
Asylum,  and  29  females  to  Fisherton  House,  near  Salisbury.  As  these 
patients  have  thus  been  placed  out  of  the  reach  of  their  friends,  we  beg  to- 
suggest,  whether  the  Committee  should  not  allow  to  the  friends  of  these 
patients,  the  expense  of  their  visiting  them  in  their  present  residence  at  all 
reasonable  times. 

“  We  are  satisfied  that  the  Bedford  Asylum  is  under  very  kind  and  careful 
snperintendance. 


B.  W.  Peoctek,  Commissioners 
S.  GrASKELE,  )  in  Lunacy. 
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With  respect  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Commissioners  in  Lunacy,  the  Committee  refer 
to  their  former  observations  on  that  head. 

The  Committee  have  received  a  report  from 
Dr.  Finch,  Medical  Proprietor  of  Fisherton  House 
Asylum,  dated  December  15,  1858,  on  the  state 
of  the  patients  sent  there  from  this  asylum.  He 
says  :  “  I  beg  to  report  for  the  information  of  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  lunatic  patients  of 
the  Bedford  Asylum,  that  the  bodily  health  of 
these  patients  has  been  very  good  and  satisfactory, 
and  that  the  mental  condition  of  many  of  them 
has  improved,  although  I  cannot  report  any  one 
of  them  sufficiently  well  to  be  discharged.  No 
case  of  injury  has  occurred,  nor  have  we  had  any 
case  of  death.” 

The  Committee  have  also  been  favored  with  a 
full  report  from  Dr.  Sherlock,  Besident  Medical 
Superintendent  of  the  Worcester  Asylum,  on  the 
state  of  the  patients  under  his  care  sent  from  this 
asylum.  Dr.  Sherlock  reports  that  of  the  30  male 
patients  suffering  from  chronic  insanity,  sent  from 
the  Bedford  Asylum  on  the  3rd  of  November, 
1857,  29  still  remain  under  care  and  treatment; 
one  of  them,  C.  C.,  a  congenital  idiot,  died  on  the 
10th  of  August  of  this  year,  from  exhaustion 
consequent  on  diarrhoea.  Another  patient,  J.  B., 
was  transferred  on  the  17th  of  August  following 
to  fill  up  the  vacancy.  In  general  the  bodily 
health  of  the  patients  has  been  remarkably  good  ; 
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a  few  of  them  having  suffered  from  intercurrent 
disease  common  to  the  insane,  which  though  not 
immediately  fatal  will  probably  prove  so  in  time. 
Almost  all  the  epileptics,  of  whom  there  were  9 
at  the  date  of  their  admission,  have  suffered  at 
intervals  from  attacks  of  mania  of  some  severity, 
and  attended  in  some  of  the  cases  with  dangerous 
exhaustion,  or  from  the  presence  of  cerebral  con¬ 
gestion  of  an  active  form,  were  in  danger  of  dying 
during  the  height  of  the  paroxysms.  Several 
of  this  class  of  the  patients  are  in  a  very  advanced 
form  of  disease,  with  little  or  no  power  of  mind 
remaining,  and  are  quite  unable  to  assist  them¬ 
selves  in  the  common  duties  of  life.  Some  of 
them  may  be  expected  to  die  during  the  course  of 
any  slight  illness,  or  even  during  a  fit.  The  cases 
of  congenitive  idiocy  and  imbecility  have  improved 
considerably  in  their  habits,  and  their  appearance 
and  conduct  show  less  marked  indications  of  this 
disease.  The  cases  of  chronic  and  recurrent 
mania  continue  to  suffer  from  attacks  of  excite¬ 
ment  at  irregular  intervals,  but  as  a  rule  these 
exacerbations  are  less  severe  in  type  and  of  less 
frequent  occurrence.  Several  of  the  cases  of 
advanced  dementia  have  improved  very  much  in 
their  habits,  and  have  become  useful  and  indus¬ 
trious  workers,  but  their  improvement  has  not 
been  carried  to  such  a  length,  as  to  lead  to  the 
impression  that  they  will  ultimately  recover. 

The  removal  of  the  epileptics  and  idiots  was 
attended  with  a  deterioration  of  their  general 
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health  for  a  few  weeks,  and  their  habits  were 
more  than  usually  unclean  ;  while  the  cases  of 
mania  were  for  some  time  much  improved,  and 
only  after  the  lapse  of  varying  periods  presented 
the  peculiarities  characterising  their  conduct  and 
excitement.  Twenty  of  the  cases  are  at  present 
in  good  health  and  bodily  condition ;  6  are  in 
moderate  health  for  the  most  part,  but  exhibit 
indications  attended  with  danger  to  their  life  at 
intervals,  or  have  suffered  from  disease  likely  to 
recur  ;  and  4  are  in  a  failing  state,  and  will 
sooner  or  later  succumb  under  their  malady. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of 
patients  admitted,  discharged,  removed,  or  who 
have  died  during  the  year,  viz. : —

The  daily  average  number  of  patients  main¬ 
tained  in  this  Asylum  during  the  year  has  been 
290,  or  a  decrease  of  11  compared  with  last  year. 

The  average  number  of  patients  employed 
during  the  year  has  been  186 — viz.,  80  males  and 
106  females ;  shewing  a  decrease  of  14 — viz.,  6 
males  and  8  females,  compared  with  the  preceding 

year. 
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The  average  number  of  patients  who  attended 
divine  service  in  chapel  during  the  year  has  been 
89  ;  or  a  decrease  of  8  compared  with  last  year. 

The  deaths  during  the  year  have  been  28,  or  a 
mortality  of  7.3  per  cent ;  the  mortality  of  the 
year  1857  was  28,  showing  an  increase  of  0.3  per 
cent. 

The  residue  of  the  statistical  information  will 
he  published  as  an  appendix  to  this  report. 

Lastly,  the  Committee  report  that  the  weekly 
rate  of  payment  during  the  year  has  averaged 
9s.  9d.  per  head  per  week ;  or  an  increase  of  Is. 
compared  with  last  year.  This  excess  is  attribu¬ 
table  to  the  fact  that  the  extra  costs  incurred  in 
the  maintenance  of  patients  in  other  asylums  is 
charged  on  the  maintenance  account  of  this 
asylum,  and  averaged  by  all  the  patients  of  the 
United  Counties  accordingly.

RESIDENT  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors , 

of  the  Beds.,  Herts.,  and  Hunts.,  Lunatic  Asylum. 

Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  my  fifth 
Annual  Report  of  the  state  of  the  Asylum,  together  with  the 
Statistical  Tables  containing  the  ages  of  the  patients,  their 
occupation,  social  condition,  religious  persuasion,  form  of 
disorder,  and  other  particulars  connected  with  the  admissions, 
discharges,  and  deaths,  during  the  past  year,  also  of  those 
remaining  in  the  Asylum 

Although  the  daily  average  of  patients  under  treatment  has 
been  less  by  14,  the  number  of  admissions  has  been  larger  than 
on  the  preceding  year,  of  these  41  were  males  and  73  females. 
The  form  of  mental  disease  being  comprised  in  66  of  mania,  17 
melancholia,  20  imbecility,  3  dementia,  and  8  idiots.  The 
malady  was  complicated  with  paralysis  in  16  cases,  epilepsy  11, 
and  with  a  suicidal  propensity  in  33. 

Of  the  55  patients  discharged,  39  had  recovered,  13  were 
relieved,  1  removed  by  friends,  and  2  transferred  to  other 
Asylums,  viz.,  1  male  to  the  Worcester  Asylum,  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  the  death  of  an  idiot,  and  1  in  exchange  to  lusher  ton 
House.

Twenty-eight  died  during  the  year,  being  a  fractional 
increase  over  the  previous  one,  they  were  10  males  and  18 
females ;  the  causes  as  will  be  seen  in  Table  X,  were  principally 
paralysis,  pulmonary  diseases,  and  exhaustion  with  general 
debility. 

Three  of  these  call  for  especial  remark,  as  having  been 
brought  to  the  Asylum  in  a  sinking  state,  viz.,  M.  F.,  a  female, 
totally  unable  to  move  without  assistance,  and  having  a  large 
sore  on  her  back  from  lying  some  time  in  the  same  position, 
and  neglected  as  to  cleanliness,  died  on  the  second  day. 

W.  W.,  a  male,  was  brought  in  a  carriage,  manacled,  leg 
locked,  and  with  a  large  strap  round  his  body,  although  he 
could  not  stand  from  extreme  exhaustion,  died  on  the  fourth 
day.  This  case  gave  ample  proof  of  the  benefits  of  a  padded 
floor,  as  he  did  not  lie  still  from  that  constant  rotary  motion  of 
the  body  peculiar  to  some  epileptics,  in  which  a  bed  would  have 
been  unsafe. 

The  third,  a  male,  J.  H.,  was  in  a  perfect  state  of  inanition 
from  having  refused  his  food  for  (it  is  reported)  three  weeks ; 
the  surface  of  his  body  was  blue,  the  conjunctiva  was  injected  and 
arid  in  appearance,  with  a  viscid  discharge  from  that  membrane : 
he  was  also  stated  to  have  had  no  relief  of  bowels  for  three 
weeks,  this  patient  sunk  on  the  third  day. 

The  health  of  the  patients  throughout  the  year  has  been 
remarkably  good,  altogether  free  from  epidemic  diseases  of  a 
fatal  character,  solitary  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  dysentery 
occurred,  and  with  but  one  exception  all  recovered. 

A  peculiar  affection  shewed  itself  during  the  months  of 
January  and  September,  assuming  the  character  of  spinal 
irritation,  attacking  indiscriminately  patients  and  attendants, 
to  the  number  of  between  40  and  50,  and  having  the  appearance 
of  being  epidemic,  but  for  which  no  cause  could  be  assigned. 
At  the  onset  it  commenced  in  some  instances  with  a  slight  and 


transient  catarrh,  in  others,  simply  tenderness  the  whole  length 
of  two  or  three  of  the  ribs,  with  a  sensation  of  constriction  of 
the  abdominal  muscles  ;  this  led  to  an  examination  of  the 
vertebrae,  when  it  was  found  there  was  tenderness  on  pressure 
in  from  one  to  four  of  the  dorsal  vertebrae,  in  no  instance  above 
the  second  or  below  the  sixth  ;  the  remedy  used  was  a  strong 
tincture  of  iodine  painted  on  each  side  of  the  spine,  and  in  no 
instance  did  it  fail  to  effect  a  cure. 


The  only  case  on  which  a  Coroner’s  inquest  was  held,  was  on 
a  female  who  committed  suicide  by  hanging  herself.  She  was 
admitted  in  the  summer  in  a  state  of  great  excitement,  in 
whose  history  no  mention  was  made  of  having  a  propensity  to 
suicide,  yet  from  the  first  she  firmly  resisted  her  food  by 
clenching  her  teeth  together  in  a  most  determined  manner  ; 
she  was  induced  to  take  food  in  a  few  days,  when  it  was  found 
there  was  a  large  wound  on  the  roof  of  the  mouth,  which  she 
stated  was  doue  with  a  spoon  whilst  feeding  her  at  home ;  at 
the  end  of  six  weeks  (and  during  the  temporary  absence  of  your 
Medical  Superintend endent)  she  became  violent  and  was  placed 
in  seclusion,  when  it  appears  she  was  impelled  by  a  sudden 
suicidal  paroxysm  to  suspend  herself  to  the  bars  of  the  window 
by  a  sheet,  and  although  the  means  for  resuscitation  were 
immediately  used,  it  was  without  effect. 


The  medical,  combined  with  the  moral  treatment  of  the 
inmates  of  this  Asylum  has  been  attended  with  such  success  in 
subduing  the  violent,  elevating  the  melancholic,  and  raising  the 
feeble  to  a  state  of  usefulness,  as  to  strengthen  your  Medical 
Superintendent  in  the  opinion  he  has  always  maintained,  of  its 
being  the  only  legitimate  system  for  adoption  with  the  insane  ; 
not  that  he  would  make  it  as  a  novelty,  but  simply  adding  a 
link  to  the  chain  of  evidence  of  those,  who  so  ably  advocate 
that  humane  view,  and  by  which  he  is  buoyed  up  with  the  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  every  convenience  may  be 
afforded  for  carrying  it  out  to  its  highest  advantage. 
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It  is  however  to  be  deplored,  that  in  this,  as  in  most  County 
Asylums,  the  majority  is  large,  of  cases  in  which  no  prospect  of 
cure  can  reasonably  be  expected  ;  as  after  a  careful  examination 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  no  more  than  9  males  and  21  females 
could  be  viewed  as  bearing  a  chance  of  recovery.  Everv 
attempt  has  been  made  to  carry  out  your  wishes,  coupled  with 
the  suggestions  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  of  making 
trial  of  those  quiet  in  conduct  and  cleanly  in  their  habits,  of 
which  it  is  gratifying  to  state  few  have  returned. 

The  alterations  mentioned  in  the  last  report  were  completed 
early  in  the  spring,  and  have  been  fraught  with  unbounded 
satisfaction  and  comfort  to  the  patients  on  both  sides  of  the 
house ;  the  change  was  effected  by  the  removal  of  the  boarded 
partitions  and  fixed  cribs,  and  substituting  iron  bedsteads,  and 
thus  forming  four  large  dormitories,  two  of  24,  and  two  of  18 
beds.  It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  a  large  number  of  these 
patients  had  slept  in  these  small  single  rooms  for  years,  and 
although  principally  of  the  refractory  class,  not  a  casualty  has 
occurred,  but  now  forms  a  quiet  division  of  the  house. 

Two  patients  were  received  far  advanced  in  pregnancy ;  the 
first  recovered  in  time  to  allow  her  removal  to  her  family.  The 
second  was  safely  delivered  of  a  fine  male  child,  within  these 
walls,  who  was  so  much  excited  at  the  sight  of  her  infant,  and 
even  intimated  a  desire  to  destroy  it,  that  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  remove  it  altogether  from  her,  and  the  father  con¬ 
curring  in  that  opinion,  provided  a  nurse  for  it,  at  his  house. 

Every  advantage  has  been  taken,  as  previously,  of  affording 
diversion  to  the  patients,  by  walks  in  the  country,  visits  to 
places  of  amusement,  together  with  out-door  games  of  cricket 
and  football,  and  in-doors  by  fortnightly  dances,  during  the 
winter  months  on  the  female  side.  On  Twelfth  night  a 
large  Christmas  Tree  was  provided,  tastefully  decorated  with  a 
present  for  each,  at  which,  with  the  exception  of  six  in  bed,  all 
attended ;  and  notwithstanding  the  assemblage  of  all  classes,  it 
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terminated  at  a  late  hour,  without  one  patient  either  becoming 
excited  or  in  any  way  disturbing  the  merriment  of  the  evening. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  witness  the  marked  improvement  in 
the  conduct  of  many  of  the  patients,  and  the  devout  feeling 
instilled  into  them  by  the  additional  time  and  labor  kindly 
bestowed  upon  them  by  the  Chaplain. 

Mention  must  be  made  (as  illustrative  of  the  contentment 
of  the  patients  in  this  Asylum)  that  not  a  single  escape 
has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their  annual  visit  to  the

Asylum,  and  recorded  their  opinion  of  the  state  of  the  patients 
and  the  Asylum.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 


To  the  Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Bedford  Asylum . 
(xENTLEMEN, 


The  duties  belonging  to  my  office  have  been 
discharged  by  me  during  the  past  year  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  and  with  no  other  interruptions  than  those  occasioned 
by  absences  of  three  weeks  in  the  summer,  and  a  week  during 
the  present  winter.  My  place  was  well  supplied  at  those  times 
by  the  kind  assistance  of  friends. 

The  liberal  grant  of  the  Visiting  Justices  has  enabled  me  to 
provide  a  library  of  religious,  useful,  and  entertaining  books. 
The  Bible  classes  have  been  well  attended  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  number  of  patients  who  take  a  part  by  reading  aloud 
is  on  the  average  about  thirteen.  Immediately  after  the 
reading  is  concluded  commences  the  reception  of  books  which 
have  been  lent,  and  the  distribution  of  fresh  ones.  I  have 
preserved  an  account  of  our  proceedings,  which  may  be  summed 
up  as  follows : — 

Between  the  29th  of  June,  the  first  day  of  issue  of  books, 
and  the  19th  of  January,  I  have  made  245  entries  of  books  lent. 
They  have  been  eagerly  sought  after,  generally  read  with 
interest,  well  taken  care  of,  and  returned  with  as  much 
regularity  as  the  books  of  a  town  and  county  library.  Very 
few  books  have  been  retained  so  long  as  to  excite  a  suspicion 
of  their  loss ;  and  not  more  than  two  or  three  are,  apparently 
altogether  missing.  The  library  consists  of  about  50  volumes, 
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and  will  be  considerably  increased  when  the  next  annual  grant 
is  made,  to  the  gratification  no  doubt  of  some  who  have  almost 
made  their  way  through  the  present  list  of  books.  The  History 
of  England  is  sometimes  asked  for,  but  well  written  tales  are 
most  in  demand.  Some  confine  themselves  almost  exclusively 
to  religious  books,  but  Robinson  Crusoe  is  attractive  even  to 
them.  As  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  I  think  that  the  attempt  to 
interest  and  benefit  the  patients  by  providing  a  variety  of 
books,  has  been  most  successful.
